Next to this great Week is celehrated the Feſtivity 
of the Paſchor Ft aſt of Eaſier, in Memory of the Re- 
ſurrection of our Saviour, Which is the Baſis or Founda- 
tion of the Lord's Days and moveable Feafts in the Year, 
Immediately after Eaffer follows the Quinquagefimal 
time, or interval of fifty Days between Eaſter and Pen- 
tecoſt, which was kept by the Primitive Chriftians with 
exceeding great Joy and Gladneſs, as a whole and intire

that as the Angels appear'd at the Reſurrection in white 
gaſter-day, did wear and walk all the Week after in white 
Garments, which they laid afide on this Day. 

The {z:cond Sunday after Eaſter is calbd Miſertcordia, from 
Pſal, 32. 53 Ge Miſericordia Domini -plena eſt terra. 

The tbird Sunday is called Jubilate, ſrom the entrance 
of Pſal. 65. 1. Jubilate Deo omnis terra, &c. 


Cantatè Domino canticum novum, &c. | 

The fifth, Vocem Jucunditatis, from the like entrance, 
Vocem Jucunditatis annunciate, & audietur, &c. Rogation- 
Sunday, trom whence all the Week following is called Re- 
gation Week, wherein it hath been a Cuſtom, full as good 
23 ancient, to make Perambulations and Proceſſions in eve- 
ry Pariſh, for viewing and certifying the ancient Bounds 
aud Limits of the Fieids, to prevent Incroachments and 
Controverties that may otherwiſe ariſe; and more eſpe- 
cally ought we now (as well as our Predeceſſors have 
done) to pray unto Almighty God for the jncreaſe of the 
Fruits of the Earth, whica now begin to bud forth and 
bloſſom ; and to render him Thanks for theſe his Bleſ- 
ſings towards us poor Mortals.

The next Thurſday after Rogation- Sunday (which is for- 
ty Days after Eafter) is celebrated the Feaſt of the Aſ- 
cenſion of our Lord, which is the Conſummation of all 
he did whilft he was upon Barth; and is therefore term- 
ed, Felix clauſula torus itinerarii Filii Dei.

* Laftly, the four Sundays which next and immediately | 
precede the Nativity of Chriſt, are call'd the Sundays of 
Advent; ſo as the firſt, or remoteſt of them, is celcbra- 
ted in Memory cf the entrance of the McjJi;b into Fe- 
ruſalem. I he ſecond, from his coming to judge the World 
at the laſt Day. The third, from his comiog to the Mi- 
niſtry, whoſe forerunner. was Fobn the Baptift, The fourth, 
for a Preparation to the coming of Chrift, as it is, ſa. 403,

The fired Feaſts are thoſe which never change their 
Places in the Kalendar, but always retain one and the 
ſame Day of the Month, Of this fort of Circumciſion 
of Chrift, the Epiphany, and all other the-Feafts of Saints 
and Martyrs, except rhe Moveable before commemorated, 
But becauſe their Places may be found in the Xu, 
I ſhai! not now giy2 any particular Deſcription of them, 
only let me tell yon, they were ord:ined to a good and 
pious end, by the Primitive Chriftians, and ought ſtill 
to be religionfly obſery'd in remembrance of the Bleſſed 
Prophets and Apoſtles, whoſe Memory ſhall never periſh
